RAILROAD, GOATSFOOT 
VINES DESERT CLAN 


The railroad vine and the 
goatsfoot vine, really. morning 
glories, long ago deserted their 
sisters, the high climbing morn- 
ing glories, and took to the 
rough life of strong drink and 
beachcombing. 

No more sweet water for 
them; they liked salt water. No 
trellises and pampering; they 
headed for the lands of the roll- 
ing sand dune on the shores of 
the deep blue sea. 

Fortunately they are rugged 
characters, whose thick stems 
store water and food; and they 
have a penchant for taking root 
about every six inches of their 
length. Thus, they creep over 
the beach, holding tight with 
roots all the way to a hundred 
or more feet in length. If some- 
thing cuts the vine, both ends 
keep on growing. 

Alike in most habits, the rail- 
road vine and goatsfoot vine 
dress differently. The railroad 
vine likes white flowers and 
heartshaped leaves, while the 
goatsfoot vine prefers. purple 
flowers and leaves sh; like 
the foot track of a goat, 

Blowing sand catches onithese 
long vines across the beach and 
|makes small hummocks over 
them which in turn catch more 
sand until a rolling sand dune 
takes shape. Next the vines 
start climbing the sand dune, 
twining and twisting over it 
until the sand dune must feel 
like a fly caught in a spider's 
web. Finally, with the help of 
a few other plants, such as sea 
oats and greenbriar, the sand 
dune is caught and held as a 
stationary sandhill.

A special expedition of game’ 
management personnel and con- 


servationals will invade the 
home territory of Florida's min- 
iature Key deer Sunday, March 
16; according to Ben L. Mc- 
Lauchlin, director of the Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion, Hahassee. 


Approximately 200 “persons 
are expected to take part in the 
expedition designed for the mul- 
tiple purpose of conducting a 
survey and census, taking still 
and motion pictures, and con- 
structing water holes in the Big 
Pine Ke: a. 

The survey of the few remain-| 
ing Key deer and their natural 
habitat will be conducted with 
the assistance of from 60 to 70 
Students d professors from 
the University of Miami, Coral 
Gables. The students will be 
directed by Dr. Taylor R. Alex- 
ander, chairman of the depart- 
ment of botany. 

It is also expected that a 
special delegation of 45 person- 
nel from the Cooperative Wild- 
life Research units of the U. S. 
Department of the Interior will 
be on hand as observers, This 
group wili consist of wildlife 
professors, unit leaders, repre- 
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sentatives of the U, S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, the Wildlife 
Management Institute, and 
many state. conservation de-

94200 New Business 
Firms Established In Fla. 


A total of 94,200 new busi- 
ness firms of all types were es- 
tablished in Florida during the 
years 1944 through 1950, mark- 
ing the rapidly expanding eco- 
nomy sf the State. 

In March of 1944 the number 
of firms in Florida stood at 48,- 
200. With the addition of new 
firms and the closing out pf 51,- 
200 firms, both old and new, the 
number ‘in operation as of 
March 1951 came to 91,200 
firms, 

Florida stood with one other 
State at first place last year in 
the number of new business 
firms (totalling 163) per thous- 
and firms already in operation. 
At the same time, Florida rank- 
ed fifteenth in rate of discon- 
tinuancé of firms, or 104 per 
thousand in operation, 

Florida accounts for a little 
over two per cent of all the 
business firms in the nation, In 
contrast, the State has 1.80 per 
cent of the nation's population 
and 1.49 per cent of the person- 
al income. This relatively large 
proportion of businesses is the 


| result, primarily, of tourism, the 


Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce reports. 

A breakdown of the 91,200 
firms doing business in Florida 
last year is shown in this week's 
business review of the State 
Chamber's research and indus- 
trial division as 37,000 firms 
engaged in retail trade; 22,800 
in service trades; 10,400 in con- 
tract construction; 5,600 in 
manufacturing; 4,200 in whole- 
sale trade and 11,200 in all 
other types of business com- 
bined.

‘The Law of Divine Control 

In her volume “Miscellaneous 
Writings" Mrs. Eddy tells of an 
incident which took place in the 
mill of her brother who was a 
manufacturer. One day a man ap- 
plied for work; in the absence of 
the overseer a workman, in an 
attempt to render a practical joke, 
gave the man the job of pouring a 
bucket of water every ten minutes 
on the regulator. Not only was 
Mrs. Eddy impressed by her 
brother's insistence that the man 
be paid for his work, but she also 
saw in this simple incident a'con- 
clusion of far-reaching significance. 
She saw that just as the regulator 
has its own governing law which 
ensures its harmonious action, so 
the divine Principle, God, directs 
and ensures the harmonious action 
of man and the universe. To hold 
unrelentingly to formulated human 
opinions and concepts is to attempt 
to tend the regulator; whereas to 
make manifest the kingdom of God 
within us Is to allow God, divine 
Principle, te reign supreme. Hence 
the conclusion, as Mrs. Eddy writes 
(p. 354), "A little more grace, a 
motive made pure, a few truihs

NEW DRUG MAY PROVE 
EFFECTIVE TB CURE 


A new drug related to the 
vitamin B family has shown 
"great promise" in helping to 
treat tuberculosis, leaders in 
Florida's tuberculosis control 
program said in Jacksonville 
recently. 

They were Dr. Wilson T. Sow- 
der, state health officer; W. T. 
Edwards, Chairman of the State 
Tuberculosis Board, and Dr. C. 
M. Sharp, director of the state 
health agency's Bureau of Tu- 
berculosis Control, 

They cautioned, however, that 
uses of the drug are still in the 
expgrimental stage and taht it 
wi be "some months" before 
it ld be used in the state's 
tuberculosis hospitals for rou- 
tine treatment of patients, 

“If the new drug fulfills the 
promises that we see in the first 
information released on it, it 

go a long way toward 
assisting, along with our other 
methods of treatment, in the 
eventual control of tuberculos- 
is," said Dr. Sowder. “But we 
would. like .to caution any 
patient who is receiving therapy. 
under our existing program not 
to jump to the conclusion that 
this is in any sense a ‘cure-all,’ 
but merely an auxiliary weapon 
to-add to our present means of 
attacking tuberculosis." 

Mr. Edwards added that the 
experiments with the new drug 
were being followed “with con- 
siderable interest, 

“The drug has not officially 
been cleared by the Federal 
Pure Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration" Mr. Edwards con- 
tinued. “As we understand it, 
the new drug is not available in 
quantity and will not be for 
some time, Present production 
is being used entirely for ex- 
perimental purposes. But we 
can assure the residents of Flor- 
ida that when this drug is avail- 
able in approved form and its 
uses have been further tested, 
it will certainly be made avail- 
able to our state tuberculosis 
hospitals for treatment of 
patients,” 

Dr. Sharp, noted authority in

MODERATE DRIVING KEY 
|TO HIGHWAY SAFETY 


A steady diet of "moderate 
driving" is recommended for a 
happy, healthy existence on to- 
day's highways. “Moderate 
driving,” in case you don't hap- 
pen to know, means driving 
neither too fast nor too slow andj 
in keeping with the speed limits, 
prevailing traffic flow, and 
weather conditions. Whether 
you're a habitual speeder or a 
slow poke, it is pretty likely that 
sooner or later the law of aver- 
ages will catch up with you. 

Studies of accident causes 
made by the Institute for Safer 
Living of the American Mutual 
Liability Insurance Company 
indicate that driving too fast 
for conditions is not only the 
largest single cause of fatal traf- 
fic accidents, but also is a con 
tribution violating in many 
other fatal automobile accidents. 
Slow drivers, too, account for 
their share of accidents. 

Of the two classes of drivers, 
however, speeders are by far the 
most dangerous and produce the 
most violent types of accidents. 
An estimated 28 percent of all 
drivers involved in fatal acci- 
dents during the past year were 
found to be over-driving their 
margin of safety,

Holders of the $400 Amos 
Lewis awards must attend one 
of the state-supported institu- 
tions of higher learning. Win- 
ners of the other two scholar- 
ships can attend any college or 
university in the State.
